Informed iho Japanese government that all Japanese 
prisoners captured by American armed forces will be

government would grant all American prisoners of 
war reciprocal fair and hum ane treatm ent, 
G erm any and Italy. Japan's Axis partners, signed 
and ratified the pact and. on the basis of reports 
from the In tern ation a 
Red C ro-s, are observing its 
term s in the treatm ent ot Briti.-li, French and other 
>ners oi war 
To carry out the conventions term s the United 
¿states government will set up an organization to 
handle w ar-prisoner questions in cooperation with 
Marc Peter, former Swi-s m inister to W ashington, 
who will represent the international Red Cross here. 
1 lie Japanese already hold a num ber of Americans 
as pi!-.on >rs of war 
including m ar nes who were 
stationed at Peiping and Tientsin; the crew of an 
American gunboat captured at Shanghai! the small 
but valiant m arine garrison on W ake island; a small 
naval and m ai.ne force taken on Guam; the undis­

The developm ent laboratory 
and engineers are cooperating in 
the redesigning of products, the de­ 
signing of facilities for war, the 
development of m aterials tha t can 
be used in the place of critical m a­

They m ay design a totallv new 
product that mav be used by. the 
government. 
If it is approved by 
the governm ent, it is throw n open 
to all bidders. 
Even the designer 
m ust bid for the contract. 
The Salem firm is rep resented 
bv three men in W ashington who 
do little else but contact govern­ 
ment. lacilities.
